My Greatest Adventure 



Til* experience of a 
newspaper reporter on 

his record - breaking 
flight around the world.

Ridie IN **i-*n<hf ** 

I*VE gone through twenty 
wars and revolutions is t 
fcreign correspondent. I've 
been shot three times and 
stabbed once, IV* been in three 
airplane crashes, I've traveled 
over 2,000,000 miles, including 
twelve trips around the world, 
So vou see, selecting one ad* 
venture and saying that it was 
my greatest becomes quite * a 
difficult task. 

If I must make a choice. I 
thitvlc I'll tell about an adven- 
ture I had back in 1926, when I 
broke the then existent record 
for circumnavigating the globe. 
My time was 2ffl days, 14 hours f 
3$* minutes and 5 seconds, a 
record that stood lor 7 years, 
After carefully planning 
everv step of the trip> Edward 
S Evans, a Etetroit industrialist 
and I left New York City at 
2M A.M.. June IB, 1926. 

We reached Moscow, Russia 
at AVe o*clock in the afternoon 
on June 23rd f after experienc- 
mg a good share of difficulties 
en route. But the hours we 
were to put in during the next 
day made anything we had ex- 
perienced thus far seem small 
by comparison. 

After being wined and dined 
1-ry Moscow's bigwigs at the 
Grand Hotel (we paid the bill 
^$5GB) Evans and I left for the 
. rport at one o'clock in the 
-iming to take off on the 
rld's first flight to Omsk^ 
I WO miles away. 

At the field we fpund a large 
crowd of officials and Red 
soldiers Our pilot, Basil Kopu» 
loft was ready and seemed un- 
impressed by the impending 
jkfStork flight

When everything was ar- 
ranged to the satin taction of i 
ha if- dozen inspectors, we took 
off at J: 48 A.M., June 24th. Our 
h cavil v loaded plane -was capa- 
ble Of making - one hundred 
miles an hour. Our tanks Con- 
tained a fuel supply for just 
eleven hours under normal 
conditions, Emergency fields 
had been laid out and supplies 
placed along the route. 

A* we sped toward the Rus- 
sian plain, Evans and I ex- 
changed glancea. 

♦'Well, here we are' 1 he 
shouted. I nodded sleepily . 

During the first nine hours 
the weather was fine, although 
a slight head wind reduced otfr 
speed. Visibility was good and 
we were able to get a birds-eye 
view of the country. 

Shortly before noon, wc ran 
into a heavy rain storm and be- 
gan to buck stronger winds. 
We were now in the mountains 
and the scudding mist below 
blackened out for minutes at a 
time all view of the ground, I 
rather preferred it that way, 
because from what I had teen 
it wu evident that i Jaybird 



could not have landed any- 
where in the vicinity without 
breaking a leg. Nowhere was 
there a sign of human hablta.- 
t , on— only steep, tree covered 
hills rising from narrow val- 
leys, the bottoms of which 
co'uld barely be distinguished. 
"We must be pretty near 
Krasnoufimsk," Evani re- 
marked at twelve twenty. 

"Just about," 1 agreed, worn 
dering about the eleven hour 
gas supply in the tanks and 
mentally calculating that al| 
most ten hours and a half had 
elapsed since we departed from 
Moscow. 

A few minutes later we were 
in the midst of a terrific storm- 
Shafts of lightning flashed by. 
Above the roar o! the engine 
we heard thunderclaps. The 
cabin windows were streaked 
with water. Through the down- 
pour we could hardly see the 
wingtips- I saw KopulofI peer- 
ing over the sides Ol the cockpit 
and getting staked m his skin. 
♦'I don't think he knows 
where he is, 11 Evans observed 
about twelve thirty-five. 

That conclusion had been 
forced on me several minutes 
before- but I simply said, "It , 
looks that way." 

'How much gas did we 
have?" Evans asked about two 
minutes later. 
"Eleven hours." I replied. 
"We T ve been out ten houcs 
and thirty-nine minutes," he 
answered glancing at his 
wa Ich , 

"Well, a lot can happen In 
twenty-one minutes." 1 s*id 
with an assurance. 1 did not 

feel. 

Sudden! v Evans was thrown 
against me and I against the 
fuel tank as KopulorT went 
into a vortical hank and 
swerved sharply to the left. 
Through the 'water - stained 
windows almost above me 1 
caught a glimpse of foliage We 
were tlving almost blind 
through a narrow valley and it 
had curved- Kopuloft had es- 
caped crashing head Gfl into «^

We swooped down and sud- 
denly the fence seemed to fall 
apart and run in all directions. 
And then memory recalled an- 
other landing two years before 
in a sandstorm at Multan, 
India, thousands of miles away, 
when hundreds of Punjabi sol- 
diers had marked tjie outlines 
of an airdrome with their 
bodies, to guide the pilot 



That was understandable, for 
those soldiers were accustomed 
to aircraft landings under dif- 
ficult weather conditions. But 
as we learned later, only two 
persons at Krasnnufimsk had 
ever seen an airplane before, 
and even they could not ex- 
plain what prompted the peo* 
pie to form a human fence 
around the field in order to 
make it visible through the 
storm and mist. 

Kopuloff circled' once and at 
13:50 P.M. set the Junker onto 
the surface of a shallow lake. 
The gas tank contained just 
three gallons of gas — enough 
for nine more minutes of flying!
